RAYMOND’S TOWN HALL 


The picture on the cover of this year’s annual town report is that of Raymond’s only 
‘*Town Hall.’’ Fullonton’s History of Raymond, N. H. states that in January of 1768 it 
was voted to build a meeting house. However, for the next thirty years the project was 
surrounded by dissension. Two subsequent votes in 1768 revoked and then reinstated the 
voters’ wishes to go forward with the project, even though there was much dissatisfaction 
as to the proposed location. 


On April 12, 1773, after five years and much dispute, it was voted to set the meeting 
house as near the center of Raymond as possible, on ‘‘Pitch Pine Plain,’’ which was on 
the easterly side of town. In June of 1774, however, all former votes relating to the loca- 
tion were revoked and in September 1774 the frame was raised on the great road in Ray- 
mond village. 


In 1775 came the Revolutionary Way and no more work was done on the Town Hall 
and in fact, the frame was later taken down and used in building the Pecker Bridge on- 
Main Street. 


Ten years later in 1785 the meeting house project was renewed and on September 
15th it was voted to set the house in the area of Page’s Crossing (Old Manchester Road) 
near Cider Ferry Road. On June 14, 1786 the meeting house was raised and on March 
3, 1788 the town meeting took place for the first time in the new house. The citizens, 
however, could not seem to adjust to these new surroundings and adjourned the meeting 
to Bean’s Tavern at four o’clock in the afternoon. 


In May of 1797 the town hall was again the subject of debate and it was voted 51 
to 37 to move the meeting house from the geographic center to the ‘‘business’’ center 
of town. The next five months saw three more attempts to revoke this action, as well as 
the raising of $400 to move the meeting house; however in October the preparation began. 
Under the direction of General Joseph Cilley of Nottingham, eighty yoke of oxen carried 
out the task. 


The March 1798 town meeting was called to order in the new location, however history 
tells us that again the voters adjourned to the warmth and libation of Bean’s Tavern before 
the business was completed. 


The building remained a focal point in the village for many years. In 1864, the year 
of Raymond’s centennial, it was used for various events, town business, lectures and comic 
shows and in 1867 the first term of ‘high school’’ opened in the upper part of the Town 
Hall. 


In 1915 the building was moved back and placed on a cement foundation to provide 
a basement. In the fall of 1916 the busing of students to the town hall commenced, as 
the district schools were closed. 


On March 12, 1917, the very day that the voters met to approve the building of a 
new school, a fire of unknown origin destroyed Raymond’s Town Hall.

The ballot clerks were announced 
as follows: Delmar Anderson, Francis O’Brien, Joan King, 
Alice Walls, Assunta Ege, Florence Bell, Pauline Gordon 
and Sandra Ellis. The polls were opened at 10:06 a.m. 


The Moderator declared the polls closed at 7:02 p.m.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 14, 1987 


The annual Town Meeting of Raymond, NH was call- 
ed to order at 10 AM by Moderator Frank Case. The 
Reverend Neil Iverson offered a prayer and the flag of the 
United States was saluted. The meeting was held in the Ray- 
mond High School Gymnasium. 


The ballot box was inspected and the moderator an- 
nounced the ballot clerks for the meeting as follows: Assun- 
ta Ege, Sandra Ellis, Pauline Gordon, Florence Bell, Joan 
King, Alice Wall, Francis O’Brien, Delmar Anderson. The 
Moderator read the results of Tuesday, March 10th elec- 
tion of town officers, school district officers, and the zon- 
ing results. The pink voting card ‘‘J’’ was used. 


Article 1. 

To see if the town will appropriate $2,000,000.00 or 
any other sum for the construction of a Safety Complex 
consisting of police, fire, ambulance, and related facilities; 
for the reconstruction, alteration, and enlargement of the 
Town Office Building; for land acquisition related to and 
the construction, reconstruction, alteration, enlargement 
and relocation of the Dudley-Tucker Library; and for pur- 
chasing equipment and furnishings of a lasting character 
in connection therewith; to determine whether this ap- 
propriation shall be raised by borrowing or otherwise; or 
to take any action relative thereto. Recommended by the 
Budget Committee. 


A motion was made by Sally Paradis that the sum of 
$2,020,000.00 is appropriated for the construction of a 
Safety Complex, consisting of police, fire, ambulance, and 
related facilities; for the reconstruction, alteration, and 
enlargement of the Town Office Building; for land acquisi- 
tion related to and the construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, enlargement, and relocation of the Dudley-Tucker 
Library; and for purchasing equipment and furnishings of 
a lasting character in connection therewith; that to raise this 
appropriation the Selectmen are authorized to borrow 
$2,020,000.00 under the Municipal Finance Act; and that 
the Selectmen are authorized to contract for and accept any 
federal and state aid available for each project and to take 
all other action necessary to carry out this vote. Harold 
Wood seconded.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept, and expend without fur- 
ther action by the town meeting money from the state, 
federal, or other governmental unit, or a private source, 
which becomes available during the year, provided the 
monies to be used only for legal purposes for which a town 
may appropriate and that the expenditure not require the 
expenditure of other town funds. Further, that the Select- 
men will hold a public hearing on the action to be taken. 


A motion was made by Harold Wood and seconded 
by Sally Paradis to accept Article #2 as printed.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by 
the town by tax collector’s deed by public auction (or adver- 
tised sealed bid) or in such other manner as determined by 
the Selectmen as justice may require.

The Vote on Article #4 was in the Affirmative.

To see if the town will authorize the Board of Select- 
men to enter into an agreement for the purchase of land 
for future town purposes, such purchase to be authorized 
by a town meeting vote.

The Vote on Article #5 was in the Affirmative. 


Article 6. 

To see if the town should reorganize the present five 
(5) member Recreation Commission to seven (7) member 
Recreation Commission under N.H. RSA 35B:1 through 
35B:7. The commission shall consist of seven (7) members 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen, one who shall be a 
Selectman and one who shall be a member of, and recom- 
mended by, the School Board. Terms shall be fixed on an 
alternating basis as recommended by law. The commission 
shall have the general powers and duties as outlined under 
the above mentioned RSA’s and with specific powers under 
RSA 35B:3 Roman Numeral I through VIII. 


A motion was made by Michael Quintal and seconded 
by Harold Wood to have Article #6 indefinitely postponed.

(Inserted 
on petition of ten (10) or more registered voters). Recom- 
mended by the Budget Committee. 


A motion was made by Paul Bernard and seconded by 
Elaine Bernard to accept Article #8 as printed. 
The Vote on Article #8 was in the Affirmative. 


Article 9. 

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $38,505.00 in support of the following social 
service agencies: Seacoast Mental Health Center, Inc., 
$2,500.00; Rockingham County C.A.P., Inc., $10,407.00; 
Newmarket Regional Health Center, $3,900.00; Area 


Homemaker-Home Health Aide Service, $3,500.00; Rock- 
ingham Child & Family Services, $4,000.00; Exeter Area 
Visiting Nurse Association, $9,797.00; Seacoast Big 
Brother/Big Sister of N.H., $1,500.00; Seacoast Task

Magoon and seconded by Amy Mueller-Campbell to see 
if the town will vote to instruct the town’s representatives 
to the General Court to take all necessary measures to in- 
sure that any radioactive waste from any facility shall not 
be stored or disposed of within this town of Raymond unless 
and until the proposed site of the proposed storage or 
disposal has been approved by the voters of the town at 
the annual town meeting by written ballot. (Inserted on peti- 
tion of ten (10) or more registered voters). 


The Vote on Article #17 was in the Afirmative. 
*During the recess of the meeting Selectman Harold 
Wood read the plaque to be given to Charles Perkins for 


his years of service in the Fire Department. 


Sally Paradis made a presentation to Harold Wood for 
his service to the town as Selectman. 


Selectperson, Sally Paradis, made the following 
resolution: 


Be it resolved that the town of Raymond recognize the 
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exceptional contribution of Frank G. Case to the community 
as town moderator for the past ten years and to extend ap- 
preciation to him for the dedication and diligence he has 
exhibited in carrying out the responsibilities of this office 
and further that this resolution be included in the perma- 
nent records of the 1987 town meeting. 


A presentation of a plaque was made by Sally Paradis 
to Frank Case. 


A report was given by Robert Banarer, Chairman of — 
the Raymond Industrial Development Commission. 


A motion was made by Stephen Sloane and seconded 
by Harold Wood to recess the meeting. Voted in the 
Affirmative. 


The meeting was recessed at 3:16 PM. 


John Barnes Jr. thanked the school district for the use 
of their sound equipment.

Beginning on or about the first of March, a new ser- 
vice for the convenience of Raymond residents will be 
available at the offices of the Town Clerk/Tax Collector. 
At that time, residents when registering their motor 
vehicles, will be able to acquire renewal stickers at our of- 
fice rather than having to take the time and trouble to go 
to the Motor Vehicle Registry in Epping. The nominal fee 
for this service will be $2.00 on each registration. We look 
forward to rendering this service and hope many residents 
will take advantage of it. 


An article on this years Town Warrant, if adopted by 
the Town’s voters, will result in a significant change in the 
treatment of overdue real estate taxes. In the past, overdue 
tax obligations could be bid on and purchased by individuals 
and groups outside the community and many taxpayers 
found they had an obligation to these groups for their tax 
liability. In addition interest of 18% was allowed them on 
the entire original tax obligation regardless of any partial 
payments made. The Town of Raymond derived no benefit 
or interest income from this procedure. 


Under the provisions of the warrant article this 


practice will be eliminated. The Town of Raymond will 
place a tax lien on the property and there will be no tax 
sale process. In addition the delinquent taxpayer’s obliga- 
tion for interest will be on the net amount of his taxes after 
partial payments which I believe to be fair and would result 
in a less costly situation for the taxpayer. At the same time, 
the Town of Raymond will collect the interest on the obliga- 
tion thereby reducing to some extent the tax rate. This 
change will be further discussed during this years Town 
Meeting when a ballot vote on this issue will be taken. 
Anyone having any questions with respect to the warrant 
article and its’ affect on the Town’s finances, prior to Town 
Meeting, is cordially welcomed to come in and inquire 
further. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank my depu- 
ty, Doris Gagnon and clerk Margaret Titus, for a job well 
done in sometimes trying and busy circumstances as well 
as the taxpayers of Raymond for their patience and 
understanding.

We have examined the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Raymond as of and for the Year 
ended December 31, 1987, as listed in the table of con- 
tents.

In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fix-

NOTE 3 - DEFINED BENEFIT PENSION PLAN 


All Town of Raymond Police and Fire Department 
employees participate in the New Hampshire Retirement 
System, a multiple-employer public employee retirement 
system. The payroll for employees covered by the system 
ior the year ended December 31, 1987 was $173,562; the 
Town’s total Police and Fire Department payroll was 
$174,261. 


All Town full-time employees are eligible to participate 
in the system. Employees who retire before age 65 are en- 
titled to a retirement benefit equal to approximately fifty 
percent of the employee’s average final compensation. After 
attainment of age 65, the payment by the Retirement System 
is reduced by the amount of the individual’s Social Securi- 
ty entitlement payments. The system also provides death 
and disability benefits which are established by State 
Statute. 


Police and Firemen contribute 9.3%. The Town is re- 
quired by the same statute to contribute a percentage of the 
employee’s salary, based on an actuarial valuation of the 
entire State plan performed June 30, 1983. These contribu- 
tions represented 7.74% for police and 9.76% for firemen. 
The contribution requirements for the year ended December 
31, 1987 were $28,332, which consisted of $12,191 from 
the Town and $16,141 from employees. 


The “‘pension benefit obligation’ is a standardized 
disclosure measure of the present value of pension benefits, 
adjusted for tbe effects of projected salary increases and 
step-rate benefits, estimated to be payable in the future as 
a result of employee service to date. The measure, which 
is the actuarial present value of credited projected benefits, 
is intended to help users assess tbe system’s funding status 
on a going-concern basis, assess progress made in ac- 
cumulating sufficient assets to pay benefits when due, and

make comparisons among retirement systems and 
employers. The State retirement system does not make 
separate measurements of assets and pension benefit obliga- 
tions for individual employers. According to plan ad- 
ministrators, the pension benefit obligation at June 30, 1986 
for the system as a whole, determined through an actuarial 
valuation performed as of June 30, 1985, was 
$552,050,000. The system’s net assets available for benefits 
on that date (valued at market) were $568,786,602, leav- 
ing no unfunded pension benefit obligation. The percen- 
tage that the Town of Raymond has in relation to the en- 
tire plan cannot be determined. 


NOTE 4 - TRUST FUNDS 


The principal amount of all Nonexpendable Trust 
Funds is restricted either by law or by terms of individual 
bequests in that only income earned may be expended. The 
Town’s Nonexpendable and Expendable Trust Funds at 
December 31, 1987 are detailed as follows:

Article I of the 1985 Town Meeting approved an ap- 
propriation of $428,000 for Alternative Water Supply Con- 
struction, including bonds or notes authorized, not to ex- 
ceed $428,000. as of December 31, 1987, $200,500 re- 
mains unissued. 


SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


This is the first Selectmen’s Report to be included in 
the Annual Town Report. 


There are a number of issues which the Board feels 
you should be made aware of, and is using this opportuni- 
ty to do so. 


Solid Waste Management: Solid waste management 
continues to be an item of considerable importance, both 
environmentally and financially. It is no secret that the 
Town, the State, and the County as a whole must develop 
a cost effective and environmentally sound method of 
disposing of solid waste. To this end, we have instituted 
a Scrap Metals Management Plan which significantly reduc- 
ed the cost to dispose of scrap metals at the landfill. Your 
continued willingness to properly separate scrap metals 
helps us save your tax dollars. In the area of municipal trash 
pick-up, the outlook is not as rosy. We are in the last year 
of the original five-year contract with Waste Management 
of NH, and when the contract comes up for renewal in 
1989, we can expect a significant increase in the cost of 
pickup and disposal of residential trash. We are actively 
involved in pursuing other options and the Town par- 
ticipates in the Tri-County Solid Waste Management 
District. We, along with twelve other towns in the surroun- 
ding area have joined together to explore solutions to solid 
waste management. There are currently three options be- 
ing explored - the City of Manchester/Vicon Recovery 
Systems, Waste Management of NH/the Town of Lon- 
donderry and Public Service of NH/KTI Enterprises. 


Capital Improvements: This year, under the leadership 
of the Planning Board, we have formed a Capital Im- 
provements Committee. The purpose of the committee was 
to look into the future to determine what major capital ex- 
penditures will be necessary and to prepare a long range 
plan to identify and recommend a method of financing. This 
is an ongoing committee, and will continue to provide in- 
put to the budget process. 


Public Works: At last year’s Town Meeting, you 
authorized the Board to hire a Public Works Director. We 
were fortunate in being able to secure the services of Roy 
Schweiker to fill this position. Roy is a registered Civil 
Engineer and has a broad range of experience in highway 
and road construction. Based upon his recommendations, 
we have instituted a long range plan for road 
repair/reconstruction and his addition to our staff is most 
welcome. This year’s road construction projects include 
completing the Harriman Hill Road Project, which was 
started last year; upgrading a portion of Main Street; and 


doing some upgrading on Brown Road, Old Bye Road and 
Prescott Road. 


GROWTH 


This above all else has had the greatest impact on the 
Town. We live in an area that is growing because it is a 
desirable place to live. Growth has brought challenges and 
change. There are several things that still need to be ad- 
dressed, including: 


Library: The Dudley-Tucker Library has served the 
town’s needs for most of this century. However, it is ob- 
viously too small for a town of 9,000 plus residents and 
plans to move it and increase its size are part of this year’s 
budget. We hope you support this program. 


Safety Complex: The issue of a new safety complex 
to house Police, Fire, Dispatch and Ambulance services 
remains unsolved. The Safety Complex Committee con- 
tinues to explore possible locations and hopefully we will 
reach a decision next year. This is another capital improve- 
ment that must be addressed. We cannot continue to operate 
out of the current facility indefinitely. 


Adminstrative Services: As we grow, the need to ex- 
pand our town hall administrative services grows. Last year, 
we hired a computer consultant to determine which equip- 
ment and software we needed to best meet the needs of the 
Town Clerk/Tax Collector and other administrative ser- 
vices. Based upon their recommendations, we have started 
to purchase, install and train our people. Phase I consisted 
of purchasing the necessary hardware and software to ‘com- 
puterize’ the financial function of the Town Hall, to include 
budgets, payroll, financial accounting, etc. Phase II will 
hopefully be initiated this year and will include the func- 
tions of tax billing and Town Clerk/Tax Collector records. 
By the end of 1988 or early 1989, we should be on line 
with the entire program. 


It has been an honor and a privilege to serve as your 
Board of Selectmen and we hope we have fulfilled our 
responsibilities to your satisfaction. We appreciate your 
support and look forward to next year.

Our records show that in 1987 the ambulance respond- 
ed to 690 calls to handle 721 patients. These calls consisted 
of 517 emergencies, 121 accidents, 44 cancellations, 86 
refusals, 15 fires, 34 call to station and 24 miscellaneous 
calls. With more than 22,000 miles and man hours involv- 
ed more than 4,200. This time doesn’t include all the add- 
ed hours spent by each member for fund raising events or 
for the time spent attending training classes, school or 
special meetings. From the founding of the Association in 
March of 1959, 29 years, our ambulance has responded 
to 12,634 total trips.

Missing meals, sleep and even time away from their 
full time jobs. 


As you can see from the statistics, our job has increased 
tremendously over the last few years. The work load has 
become so great that we are forced to make some drastic 
changes in the way we have been running our sevice for 
the past 29 years. These changes are now in effect and we 
hope you will understand the need for them and continue 
to support us while we try to supply you with a first class 
ambulance service. 


We have gone to two (2) full time ambulance atten- 
dants on call 12 hours a day, 5 days a week, to help with 
the day time burden and the volunteers to take up the rest 
of the time. With this change, we could not cover the finan- 
cial burden of trying to raise the money needed to provide 
the service we have been giving and to continue the first 
aid education necessary, including new techniques in first 
aid. 


We have met many times with the town selectpersons 
from the towns we cover and decided to go to a budget 
system and bill for the runs we make in hopes to get back 
some of the money for the cost of running this service.

The Raymond Fire Dept. responded to 200 calls in 
1987, broken down as follows:

The value of property involved in fires in 1987 was 
approximately $556,000.00 with an estimated loss of 
$94,160.00. 


This being my last report as your Fire Chief, I want 
to sincerely thank everybody who has helped me and work- 
ed with me during my 7 and 3/4 years of being Chief. I 
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want to thank all the firemen and their families for their 
dedicated work and response to calls at all hours, in all kinds 
of weather and during meals and family functions. The men 
traveled about 472 miles each and performed a total of over 
4,000 man hours of work. 


We have had a very busy year with about the same 
number of calls and about twice as many inspections. We 
have had training in building construction, building col- 
laspe, pumps, ventilation, hose care, Scott air paks, hazar- 
dous materials response, combined operations and more. 
We have 3 more firemen that have become certified at Level 
1, 2 at Career Level, 4 at Level 2 and 4 at Level 3 which 
is the highest Level that can be obtained. These are levels 
that are certified by the State. 


It is getting time to replace some of our fire trucks and 
I expect you will be asked to approve the purchase of a 
truck in 1989, which I hope the Town will support. Most 
of the cost will come out of our Capital Reserve Fund which 
has been growing over the years since it was begun by 
former Chief Chase. We desperately need more space that 
a new complex would provide. At present, if we have 
Towns come in to cover our station while we are out on 
a fire, some of these Towns cannot get their trucks inside 
when they get here as our doors are too low. It is not good 
for them to sit out in the cold like we have had lately this 
winter. Some of the trucks cannot sit out in the cold as 
things on them will freeze. We don’t have enough space 
to work on the trucks inside without moving one or more 
trucks outside. I hope you will all support a new complex 
when it comes up for a vote. 


I want to thank all the people of the Town for their 
support over the years.

TOWN REPORT POLICE 


We are pleased to make this report to you as we have 
had a very productive year. As you can see, the number 
of calls answered has increased and we expect this trend 
will continue as the town grows. 


Your officers represented you well both on duty and 
at the various schools attended. To mention a few of the 
more spectacular and heroic deeds, Sgt. Dyrkacz will 
receive a medal of valor from Epping for the assistance 
he gave at the request of Officer Kirkwood and the Epping 
Fire department in attempting to rescue a male from a bur- 
ning building in November. 


Officer Coope made an outstanding drug arrest at a 
local business in the early morning hours when he 
discovered three subjects and a large quantity of cocaine 
- and crack. 


Officer Dolan responded to a call of a robbery in pro- 
gress and apprehended the perpetrator as he was fleeing 
the scene. 


We are pleased to report activity of this caliber, it 
reflects well on both themselves and the department. Of- 
ficer Biggar spent a good portion of the year in learning 
the basics of police work. He graduated from the 78th 
Police Academy in the top 1/3 of his class. 


Officers Robinson, McMullen, Bergman, Jalbert and 
Mercier contributed back-up and coverage that allow us to 
operate with continued professionalism. 


Our newest Officer is Michael Johnstonbaugh who 
joined us in November and is progressing well. 


We.have been credited with developing a great deal 
of information and supplying an informant in a drug opera- 
tion that put two local suppliers in Federal Prison for a 
minimum of 14 years. We have also been in close opera- 
tion with other Federal and State Agencys in connection 
with drugs, firearms and white collar crimes, some of which 
are ongoing. As a result of the money seizure in the Not- 
tingham case we are scheduled to receive 40% of the pro- 
ceeds in accordance with the Federal Drug Forfeiture Act. 
That money is to used to assist police in drug apprehen- 
sion and detection. We could not have done this without 
the assistance from the concerned citizens who passed on 
information to us. 


We offered the Hunter Safety Course again this year. 
Twenty six students completed, the course and we trust are 
enjoying the sport. William Carney and I will again offer 
this course in August of this year. 


We are continuing our efforts with alcohol and drug 
education in the schools. We had joined with the Sheriffs 
Office to promote an Officer Phil Program. We are also 
active in driver education. 


We do hope each citizen will back our efforts to ob- 
tain a Safety Complex. The working conditions are ex- 
tremely trying which takes a toll, adding unnecessary stress 
to an already stressfull job. 


We will strive to continue to supply the level of ser- 
vice you have become accustomed to. We have not added 
the needed additional officers in an effort to maintain a 
stable tax rate. We trust our efforts in this area are 
rewarded. 


We would like to mention the families of the officers 
who put up with our sometimes zealous desire to do for 
others before we think of them. Without the encourage- 
ment of our spouses, we could not continue. We are 
thankful to all family members and friends for their con- 
tribution to our department. 


Gratitude and appreciation is also extended to the 
dispatchers who are your first contact when you call for 
assistance. They guide us and assist us all the way through 
each call. We really appreciate the effort and patience re- 
quired of them. For assistance and cooperation from the 
Town Office Personnel, Fire Department, Highway Depart- 
ment, Ambulance Association, Water Deaprtment, Recrea- 
tion Department, we also extend a sincere Thank You. It 
is a good feeling to be part of a dedicated team of fellow 
employees. Other agencies who have assisted us in our ef- 
forts are: The N.H. State Police, Epping and Candia, Fire, 
Ambulance & Police, Department of Drug Enforcement, 
Bureau of Tobacco and Firearms, the F.B.I., the Attorney 
General’s Office and N.H. Police Standards and Training. 
We appreciate their assistance and recognize it takes a team 
effort to accomplish the tasks we are faced with daily. 


To each citizen who assisted us with information, en- 
couragement and criticism which is a vital part in our fight 
to keep this a safe and pleasant Town to live in, thank you 
one and all for your contribution.

BUILDING INSPECTOR/HEALTH OFFICER 


The Building Department received $40,832.75 in fees 
for inspection services, and expended $41,353.76 during 
the course of the year. 


We acquired the services of Irving ‘‘Bud’’ Steffen in 
July, 1987, as a second inspector, as the needs for the 
department have grown. This second person has allowed 
for proper staffing, enabling the department the opportunity 
for more efficient scheduling, and the ability to respond 
to inspection requests or other problems within an accep- 
table time frame. 


The ‘‘bottom line’’, for lack of a better term, is that 
Raymond’s adopted policy of ‘‘User Oriented Fees’’ is 


working. 


We are recovering through permit fees, virtually all 


associated costs pertaining to inspectional services. We are 
in hopes of attaining an even higher level of service as the 
years progress. 


Once again, we have a glut of approved lots, apart- 
ments, and condominiums. We can only hope that a hous- 
ing boom as severe as we saw in late 1986/early 1987 does 
not come about, as that could bring as many as three hun- 
dred new homes on line per year for the next several years, 
as we are now approaching a backlog of 700-800 units. 


We would like to thank the citizens of Raymond for 
their cooperation throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This year, the following roads were shimmed and 
overlayed: One mile on Batchelder Road; 2/10 mile on On- 
way Lake Road, for reconstruction projects; 8/10 mile on 
Old Manchester Road was done. 


Also, 8/10 mile on Heath Road was done, and it is 
planned to do another section this year. Also 5/10 mile of 
Blueberry Hill Road was reconstructed, and the bridge was 
replaced also. 


About 2/10 mile of Onway Lake Road was 
reconstructed, and the bridge was removed and replaced 
with a new culvert. Also, the bridge on Epping Street was 
redone. 


After the flood in March, the State reimbursed the 
Town for a number of culvert installations: a five-foot 
culvert on Longhill Road; a five-foot culvert on Lane Road; 
and a six-foot culvert on Chetague Road. 


At the present time, the equipment the Highway 
Department has is in good shape. The only piece of equip- 
ment we have to rent is a backhoe and dozer for summer 
maintenance. 


The metal pile at the landfill site was a costly project 
at the beginning of this year, but now, with the coopera- 
tion of the public and the great job the landfill attendants 
are doing, we have been able to turn the tables around, so 
it is a very minimal cost to the Town after the sale of the 
metal. 


Thanks for all the help and cooperation to all 
employees, both part-time and full-time.

PUBLIC WORKS DIRECTOR REPORT 


Since beginning work in October, I have spent most 
of my time planning for future capital needs of the town. 
This included visiting every road in town and classifying 
them by level of repair needed. I have also taken on much 
of the paperwork formerly performed by the highway 
foreman. 


The Town of Raymond is very fortunate that its bridges 
are mostly in good condition. Four have been replaced or 
repaired recently, and the Prescott Road bridge is scheduled 
for next year. While the Main Street bridge will have to 
be replaced eventually, it should serve a few more years 
with minor repairs. 


Unfortunately, the condition of town roads is not so 
good. Most of the older town roads need to be upgraded 
to carry increased traffic, and the earlier subdivision roads 
are reaching the age when they will require major repairs. 
I estimate a backlog of $9 million in highway reconstruc- 
tion, which will not upgrade all roads to state standards, 
but will put them in reasonable condition for present traf- 
fic. Inflation alone will raise this figure about $500,000 per 
year. In addition, I estimate that road pavement deteriorates 
about $300,000 per year. It can be seen that highway quality 
will decline unless reconstruction funding is increased 
substantially. 


Hopefully, highway safety can be improved with in- 
stallation of more signs, delineators and guard rails. A 
review of traffic accidents in Raymond did not show any 
particular hazard areas on town roads, but there are several 
locations which could use minor improvements. 


An equipment study done by Roads and Bridges 
magazine showed that townships had an average of 67 miles 
of road and a truck and equipment fleet with a replacement 
value of $1.6 million to $2.6 million. Raymond has nearly 
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this road mileage, but only an $800,000 fleet at replace- 
ment cost, and most of the expensive units are elderly and 
nearing retirement. More money will be needed for addi- 
tional and replacement equipment. A new accounting 
system to monitor vehicle costs is being implemented. 


The salt shed and sander rack were expanded in 1987, 
but more inside storage space for equipment and materials 
is required. As the highway garage lot is nearly full, addi- 
tional land for this purpose should be acquired. 


As environmental laws become more stringent, it will 
probably be necessary to install sanitary sewers in the more 
developed areas such as downtown and Green Hills. The 
cost of a sewer system will be $2 million or more for each 
location. 


Some astute former officials of Raymond obtained a 
long-term waste disposal contract but upon its expiration 
a whopping price increase is expected. Other solutions to 
the solid waste problem must be explored. 


In 1988, I hope to work with the planning board to 
upgrade town road standards, to make new subdivision 
roads safer and more maintainable. I would like to use town 
personnel and equipment for minor improvement projects 
all over town. And I expect to unravel and clean up the 
paperwork regarding acceptance of town roads. 


I am very impressed with the caliber of the employees 
and the dedication of the officials I have met in Raymond. 
I would like to invite anyone with comments on Raymond’s 
roads, bridges, trash, or parks to give me a call or drop 
in and chat.

We are 
very hopeful that the complex will be a priority item in the 
near future. 


During the flood period in April, all Dispatchers worked 
extra hours to answer the many calls for assistance. Off-duty 
Dispatchers returned to insure two Dispatchers on duty 
throughout the high water period. 


We experienced a lightening strike in August which put 
our radios out of service for a short while. Thanks go to 
Richard Davis and Donald Bergman who got them back in 
service in short order. Thanks also to Sue Davis and Sandra 
Bergman. Sue manned the Civil Defense radio van in the park- 
ing lot and Sandra answered telephones and relayed messages 
in Dispatch. We are very luck to have such dedicated people 
who band together in emergencies for the benefit of the town. 


We would like to thank all the Departments whom we 
assist and work with for their cooperation and support. This 
includes the Raymond Police Department, Raymond Fire 
Department, Raymond Highway Department, Raymond Am- 
bulance Association, Raymond Water Department, Raymond 
Building Inspector and his Assistant, and the Fremont and 
Deerfield Fire Departments and Rescue Squads. 


We would also like to thank the people of Raymond for 
their support and assistance in continuing to work together 
to make this a good and safe place to live.

RAYMOND EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
1987 ANNUAL REPORT 


This year the N.H. Lesislature enacted a statute chang- 
ing Civil Defense to Office of Emergency Management. The 
new statute expands the legal mandates and responsibilities 
that Emergency Management provides in the protection of our 
citizens lives and property. 


Guidelines in the Town’s Basic Emergency Management 
Plan proved effective again this year with the flooding in April. 
All departments worked well together, mitigating problems 
encountered such as: flooded and washed out roads, flooded 
wells, inundated septic systems and flooded cellars. The 
American Red Cross set up an office in the Town Office 
Building, and provided assistance to flood victims on an in- 
dividual basis, as F.E.M.A. funds were applied for and receiv- 
ed to rebuild water department equipment and town roads. 


Emergency Management also rendered assistance to the 
Dispatch Center, when a lightning strike put their radios out 
of service. By using the Mobile Command Post we were able 
to provide communication services until Dispatch could be 
brought back on line. 
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Emergency Management conducted a seminar with the 
local bus drivers discussing their role in the Town’s evacua- 
tion plans. 


Sandra Ellis continued taping the F.E.M.A. training 
teleaconferences, for our expanding video library. Emergen- 
cy Management also purchased video equipment to be available 
to the Town’s emergency services for their training needs. 


In 1987 steps were initiated to expand the Radiological 
Monitoring and Sheltering Annex of the B.E.M.P. We hope 
to continue with these efforts in 1988. 


I would like to thank the other members of the Raymond 
Emergency Management Susan Davis and Burgess Robinson, 
the members of the Raymond Fire Department, Police Depart- 
ment, Ambulance Association, Dispatch Center, Highway 
Department and the employees of the Town Office Building 
for their assistance throughout the year.

DUDLEY-TUCKER LIBRARY 
1987 ANNUAL REPORT 


In 1987, The Dudley-Tucker Library has experienced 
a year of collection expansion which parallels the continued 
growth of Raymond itself. Meeting the needs and requests 
of patrons has brought the library to the point at which ad- 
ditional growth is not physically possible. Addressing this 
problem has led staff, Library Truetees, and Town Select- 
men to develop a proposal for library relocation, expan- 
sion, and renovation. 


Regular Story Time programs, including monthly 
movies, continue to be held on Tuesday mornings at 10:30. 
Increased attendance and staffing limitations will necessitate 
adding an additional Story Time program in the coming 
year. The Epping/Raymond Head Start, Windy Hill 
preschool, and Village Kindergarten regularly attend mon- 
thly film showings. 


The library is used throughout the school year as an 
educational field trip by the Raymond schools. A special 
addition to programing this year was art exhibitions from 
the elementary school and the middle school/high school. 
These were a huge success and will be continued for the 
coming year. 


During the spring the library circulated a limited col- 
lection of VCR cassettes provided by the Merri-Hill Rock 
Co-op. Patron response was even greater than we had an- 
ticipated. This prompted us to budget for the start of our 
own collection in 1988. In planning for this collection, and 
the programming that it will make possible, we applied for 
and received a grant from the Carnegie Institute fora VCR 
and monitor. 


Our Summer Reading Program, which had over 50 
participants, included a wrap-up party in August. Plans for 
the 1988 Summer Reading Program include a balloon 
launch. 


The Friends of the Library purchased an outside 
bulletin board and have functioned as library advocates 
within the community. They have started a successful shut- 
in service and have sponsored childrens parties throughout 


the year. With their help, the library staff hopes to con- 
tinue to develop services to meet the needs of the entire 
community.

RAYMOND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Remember last year’s ‘‘Death Wish Three’’, last year’s 
adventure at the Water Slide? THE SAGA CONTINUES!! 
1987 started out with a chaperone’s nightmare come true 
- to be stranded with teenagers, 41 of them no less. A mid- 
January winter storm did this to me and I lived to tell about 
it. 


Two successive winter storms had everyone in school 
jumpy. When weathermen started talking snow on Mon- 
day for the next Thursday and Friday, the questions started: 
‘*Are we going skiing?’’ After talking to the National 
Weather Service in Concord, I decided to make a try for 
it. Wrong choice!! Once at the ski area I decided that stay- 
ing was a better decision than risking the trip home. 


Next came the hard part of breaking the news to the 
kids. Convincing them to stay took all of about two and 
a half seconds. If conditions had been better you could have 
heard the cheer in Raymond. I thought, ‘‘I’m in for a long 
night.’’ As the night progressed, many of the kids were 
too excited to eat (a bad sign). Whoever had the endless 
supply of quarters for the jukebox finally ran out and semi- 
quiet drifted in at around 9:30 p.m. 


6:30 a.m. came quickly and as the morning sun began 
to shine on the mountain all of us woke together. Fourteen 
inches of new snow and the bright sun must have had a 
hypnotic effect. Everyone remained quiet; many, wrapped 
in their blankets, were drawn to the wall of windows that 
overlooked the mountain. They stood and stared out at the 
snow. A dream come true, snowed in at a ski lodge and 
the first skiers on the hill. 


We were there as part of the Learn-to-Ski program 
which was one of our most popular programs with 50 high 
school and middle school students signed up for 5 weeks 
of skiing. In the end, because of the large number of 
students, we were able to actually ski seven times at 
Highlands Mountain. 


Through special arrangements with the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Parks, I was able to secure special 
group passes to Sunapee Ski Area and Cannon Mountain. 
In all, we took three trips to these areas with between 80 
and 90 skiers on each trip. These trips cost each skier $3.00 
per trip, a bargain at 5 times the price. 


Other winter programs continued in popularity. Satur- 
day swim lessons at New Hampshire College, Youth 
Basketball run by volunteer coaches and Indoor Soccer run 
by the Volunteer Youth Soccer Club were enjoyed by many 
of Raymond’s youth. Adult programs were again very 
popular for those interested in volleyball, basketball, and 
soccer but by far the most popular was Aerobics. Now in 
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it’s 8th year the Aerobics program is filled to capacity. Run 
by volunteer leaders, our program is considered by many 
to be the best around. Participant numbers usually average 
between 60 and 80 for each 8-week session. 


One major change to the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment in 1987 was the addition of a full-time Parks 
Maintenance Foreman and the return of Anthony Ricci to 
the department in that position. This change led to more 
consistent maintenance of ballfields and athletic facilities. 
Tony and his ‘‘crew’’ are responsible for maintaining 
Lyman Park, the Ai. S. Welch field, the Library lawn, On- 
way Lake beach, the two public areas at Governor’s Lake, 
the Cammett Youth Recreation Area (Little League fields), 
and the school tennis courts, basketball court, softball fields, 
baseball field, soccer fields and track. Tony and his crew 
mowed and lined for 180 or so games this past year. 


The number of 1987 Summer Playground registrations 
were mind-boggling to say the least. In 1986 we registered 
240 children, in 1987 the total registrations jumped to slight- 
ly over 400. The largest number of children on any one 
day was estimated at 240. The highest field trip attendance 
was 220, and an average of 205 children attended the week- 
ly trips to Pawtuckaway State Park. In all there were 19 
field trips spread over the 7 weeks which included six trips 
to Pawtuckaway State Park and trips to Canobie Lake, the 
Museum of Science, Ordiorne State Park, the Isle of Shoals 
& Prescott Park, York Zoo & Water Country, Cannon 
Mountain & the Flume, and Happy Wheels & Chuck E. 
Cheeses Pizza-Time Theater. 


New for this year were additional special trips for kids 
who were 12 and up. We decided to offer these trips on 
Wednesday to alleviate the overcrowding and to give the 
older kids a break from the playground. These trips includ- 
ed Wallis Sands beach, bowling, the Newington Mall, New 
Castle beach, and the movies. 2 


This year’s summer swim program was again a suc- 
cess with 235 children taking swim lessons during the 8 
week program. The weather finally cooperated for the 
Town Fair which was the biggest yet. The annual Soccer 
Clinic was also successful with 85 children taking part in 
the week-long program. The Raymond Youth Soccer Club 
and the Raymond Arts Associates, both sponsored by the 
Recreation Department, were also very successful. 


The Arts Associates put on a performance of Arsenic 
& Old Lace as well as an art show on the Common during 
Town Fair and their Christmas Craft Fair which is held 
in November of each year. Some of the money raised was 
used to provide awards to worthy students interested in the 


Arts at Raymond High School. The Raymond Youth Soc- 
cer Club had another successful season with a full and very 
busy fall soccer season. Both of these programs are run 
entirely by volunteer effort and the many volunteers are 
to be commended for their dedication to the community. 
Many of the Recreation Department programs, as well as 
other community service programs, are efficiently run by 
the efforts and hard work of volunteers. It’s difficult to im- 
agine what things would be like without the many baseball, 
football, soccer and basketball coaches as well as the 
countless scout leaders and individuals who serve on the 
various boards and commissions. Raymond is a better place 
because of these people. 


We closed out the year with a new idea, an annual tree- 
lighting ceremony sponsored by the Recreation Department 
and hosted by the Raymond Cub and Boy Scouts. This event 
was very successful due to the efforts of many individuals 
and the coordination of Barbara Pinto-Maurer. Barbara is 
new to the Recreation office this year and is full of fresh 
new ideas (among other things), ideas we hope to imple- 
ment in 1988. 


We’ve now come full circle with this report and are 


back to the chaperones nightmare and the two crazed 
chaperones. 


Was it a nightmare? No, except for being tired it was 
even enjoyable. Why? Because the kids were for the most 
part very well behaved, helpful, and understanding of the 
position we were all in. It could have easily been a 
nightmare if it weren’t for the response of the 41 kids we 
were stuck with. They weren’t angels by any stretch of the 
imagination but they were enjoyable none the less. These 
Raymond teenagers made efforts to behave as young adults 
and to be responsible for themselves. They should be pro- 
ud of themselves, as I was. I think we all had an experience 
that we will not soon forget.

SPECIAL RAYMOND SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
June 23 1987 


STATEMENT READ BY ELIZABETH O’DONNELL, CHAIRPERSON, 
RAYMOND SCHOOL BOARD ON 6/23/87 
SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


In the summer of 1986, the Raymond School Board 
decided to request bids for transportation services which 
were to be contractually terminated June 30, 1987. Short- 
ly thereafter, thirteen objectives were adopted by the Board 
including ‘“The Review and Evaluation of the Transporta- 
tion System’’. 


The practice of leasing vehicles, purchasing fuel, 
employing drivers, contracting for special education, con- 
tracting for regular transportation, training drivers and pro- 
viding for physical exams seemed to be inefficient, possibly 
expensive and time consuming. In the 1986-87 school year, 
steps were taken to consolidate most of the services. All 
special education transportation needs were contracted with 
one operator. The present contractor was approached to 
take on the Vocational School run, field, athletic, co- 
curricular and a Deerfield tuition extension run. Arrange- 
ment for these services were concluded with the Timberlane 
Company. Following this phase of consolidation, transpor- 
tation specifications were developed on an all-inclusive 
basis, excepting special education. Adjustments in the 
specifications were made and all bidders were notified of 
the change of a two-year contract to three years and the 
reduction of a $2,000,000 excess insurance requirement to 
$1,000,000. 


Bids were received from two contractors, AiS. Welch 
& Sons and Timberlane. Cost analyses were made plus 
other investigations so as to establish responsibility, in- 
surance coverage, safety and other pertinent factors such 
as financial security, management and experience. The bid 
results were forwarded to each Board member and placed 
on the May 7 regular meeting agenda. After lengthy discus- 
sion, a motion was made, seconded and approved, in the 
affirmative, to award the bid to the lowest bidder; 
Timberlane. 


On May 21, several members of the community ap- 
peared at the School Board Meeting and voiced concerns 
in addition to raising questions regarding the School Board 
action which awarded the bid to Timberlane Transporta- 
tion Co. I would now like to address several of these con- 
cerns and questions as recorded in the Minutes of the May 
21 meeting of the Raymond School Board. 


Accidents - our report is based on the Plaistow Divi- 
sion which indicates that in four insurance policy years, 
there have been no serious injuries or property damage as 
reported for the Plaistow School Bus Division which 
operates 400,000 miles per year. 


Employment of Raymond Residents - The regular 
Voc Ed run has been driven by a Raymond resident. Cur- 
rent Raymond drivers have been invited to apply to 
Timberlane and have visited the Plaistow operations center. 


Insurance - The Board has given serious considera- 
tion to insurance and finds both companies in compliance 
with the specifications with Timberlane carrying an addi- 
tional Excess of $1,000,000 over specifications. 


Operator Cooperation - The Board has found both 
operators to be cooperative and excellent to work with. 


Reconsideration of Decision - The Board has recon- 
sidered, discussed and reaffirmed its decision of May 7. 


Dollar Difference - The low bid over the three year 
period, assuming the same number of field, athletic and 
co-curricular trips each year is $21,583.53 less than the 
high bid. 


Can the Townspeople Decide on the Bid Award - 


Legal counsel has advised that the townspeople may ad- 
vise but cannot make a binding decision. 


Competition After Three Years - The Board believes 
that there will always be competition in the school bus 
business given the number of companies and the demand 
for services. 


Impact on Tax Rate - The Board position is that given 
equal service, cost savings to the taxpayer is a basic charge 
of community expectation. 


Mr. Welch’s Loyalty to Raymond - Mr. Welch’s 
loyalty is very much appreciated and the same dedication 
to service is expected of all contractors and employees. Mr. 
Welch’s standing in the community is understood and 
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recognized, however, the Board’s position is directed to 
the purchase of transportation services. 


Tax Dollars Should Remain in Raymond - The Board 
agrees with this concept; all thing being equal.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Other sections of the School District report point out 
the many positive aspects of the progress being made in 
the Raymond schools. 


An educational system, although complex, really 
comes down to effective classroom teaching. This short 
report is presented with the purpose of explaining that ef- 
fective classroom teaching is dependent upon the method 
of providing ample financial support. State Aid (Foun- 
dation Aid) is dollars received from the State intended to 
equalize educational opportunity for each child regardless 
of the attendance area. It is also intended to balance the 
cost between property rich and property poor communities. 


Unfortunately, New Hampshire is at the bottom of the 
list of fifty states in aid dollars for education. It is,therefore, 
up the the local taxpayer to: 

(1) make up the difference 

(2) change the State Aid system 

(3) cut effective teaching costs and offer children less 
than what is needed. 


The 1988-89 Raymond school budget is an example 


of #3. 


Effective classroom teaching costs are about the same 
except for regional differences. That is to say, the price 
of books, buildings, transportation, salaries, equipment and 
furniture are similar throughout a region or group of states. 
As a result, if Raymond has a property tax base of two hun- 
dred million and another town has a property tax base of 
four hundred million (with the same number of school 
children) the Raymond taxpayer must make twice the tax 
effort to equal the other town. 


Parents rightfully want an equal chance for their child 
to gain a first rate education. Children can’t vote; have lit- 
tle or no representation and are, in fact, the future. The 
affordability line is smoke screen rhetoric -- the real ques- 
tion is what is a child’s growth and development worth? 
I believe it is worth the cost of effective teaching and strong- 
ly recommend the insistence that the State Aid system be 
dramatically improved.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


This year has been a continuously challenging one for 
the Raymond School Board. It has been said that every 
family has its ups and downs. I think this characterizes SAU 
# 33 (the Central Office and the District), the Raymond 
School Board, and the town of Raymond as we went 
through our first year as a separate and independent SAU. 
As with any new relationship, it was a time for feeling our 
way, for setting up new ways of interacting and for sen- 
sitizing ourselves to each other so that we could begin to 
make significant progress towards improving the quality 
of education for all the children in the district. I thank 
everyone involved for caring so much and for working so 
diligently to establish a secure foundation upon which to 
build. 


This year, as in the past, the School Board members, 
with suggestions from the Superintendent, established 
School Board Objectives. Following are objectives conti- 
nuing from 1987-88 followed by new objectives for 
1988-89: 


I. Continuing Objectives 
1. The construction of the new Raymond High 
School 
2. The renovation of the Raymond Middle School 
3. The development of a district-wide music 
program 
The selection, development and retention of all 
staff members who will meet performance stan- 
dards of excellence 
5. The development of a planned public relations 
program which will improve the image of the 
Raymond schools 
The development of an accountability system 
for administrators 
7. The improvement of teacher morale 
8. The improvement of the buildings and grounds 
maintenance program 
The development and uniform administration 
of standards of student behavior including in- 
house suspension programs at both the Middle 
and High Schools 
The reinforcement and improvement of student 
literacy 
The review and evaluation of the transportation 
system 
The improvement of student achievement 
The development of curriculum programs of in- 
struction that provide equal, consistent, educa- 
tional opportunity 
II. Objectives for 1988-89 
1. The development of a physical education plan 


that includes an interscholastic program, grades 

7 through 12, an intramural program, grades 

5 through 12 and appropriate instruction in 

health 

The review of School Board policies with 

specific emphasis on the following: 

a. public use of the new Raymond High 
School 

b. public use of all buildings and grounds 

c. the current grading and attendance 
procedures 

The development of a summer school program 

The study of an adult education program 

The review of personnel requirements for the 

SAU office 
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This year saw the realization in concrete of the hard 
work of Building Committee members as well as present 
and prior School Board members. The new high school on 
Harriman Hill Road, at this writing, is nearly 80% com- 
pleted. Even though we were not able to enter the classroom 
wing in December, 1987 as hoped in last year’s report, we 
are confident that we will be able to fully occupy the 
building by September, 1988. With the High School under 
construction, specific improvements are planned for the 
Middle School. A priority is placed on safety code factors 
to be followed with improvements to both the exterior and 
interior of the building. 


This year also saw some administrative realignments 
at the Middle and High Schools. The Middie School now 
has a full-time assistant principal. It is hoped that this ap- 
pointment will provide for better administrative support and 
control at this level and will enable the further develop- 
ment of the middle school concept. Curriculum Directors 
for the areas of Social Studies, Mathematics, Science and 
English were appointed to provide supervision and instruc- 
tional coordination responsibilities for grades 5 through 12. 
These directors are part-time teachers whose prime task 
is to insure the consistence, sequence and equity of each 
course of study and instruction. 


An ongoing process is the year long district-wide 
review of selected areas. of the curriculum. A full year of 
mathematics curriculum study was completed in June, 
1987. This review of the Mathematics program resulted 
in content changes and the purchase of a new textbook series 
that is in use, grades 1 through 8. Teachers, principals and 
curriculum directors are working on Science R through 12 
for the 1987-88 school year. Cheryl Stratchko, Assistant 
Superintendent, who so capably oversees this process, has 
targeted Social Studies for next year. Language Arts review 
was completed in 1985-86. 


To meet minimum standards is barely enough. We 
want Raymond graduates to be equipped to compete with 
the best students who enter the work world or college. As 
we strive to achieve this goal, some additions have been 
made to the curriculum. French, in addition to Spanish, 
is now available in the Foreign Language program. Ad- 
vanced courses in mathematics and science were added to 
the high school curriculum for the 1987-88 school year. 
It is now possible for selected Raymond Students to enroll 
in college level courses in their last year of high school. 
Middle school students now have the opportunity to receive 
pre-Algebra instruction at the seventh grade level. At the 
eighth grade level selected students receive instruction in 
Algebra I and physical science, resulting in the award of 
one high school credit for each of these areas, thus waiv- 
ing the freshman high school requirements. Successful 
students are enabled to enroll in advanced level course work 
in these areas at the high school level. Computer literacy 
is now a requirement of all eighth grade students; another 
step forward. 


The New Hampshire Education Department School 
Approval Status for the three Raymond schools is as 
follows: 


Lamprey River Elementary School - Category 2 - 
(1986-87) 


Of the possible status of Category 1A - Lamprey River 
Elementary received a Category 2 due to the use of one- 
half of the library space as instructional classroom area, 
staffing, and the absence of kindergarten. 


Raymond Middle School - Category - Approved 
Provisional (1986-87) 


The possible ratings are: Approved, Non-Approved, 
Approved Provisional. The Raymond Middle School 


received an Approved Provisional rating due to: 


- less than minimal time requirements in Art, Music, 
Home Economics and Industrial Arts 


- insufficient library book collection 
- limited space for the number of grades served 


Raymond High School - Category - Conditionally 
Approved (1986-87) 


The possible ratings are: Approved, Conditionally Ap- 
proved. The Raymond High School received a Conditional- 
ly Approved rating due to: 


- facilities do not meet the needs of the instructional 


program 


- program units lacking in Physical Education (2 
years) 


- insufficient library book Collection 


This year for the first time the California Achievement 
Test (CAT) was administered to all students in grades 1 
through 11. The information from these tests will provide 
a comprehensive accounting of student achievement and 
will eliminate the need for additional accountability testing. 
Current test results show improvement in areas designated 
for concentration last year. Curriculum directors and prin- 
cipals are now analyzing the results in detail and relating 
classroom content and instructional delivery systems to 
questions on the test. 


This year saw the finalization, by an affirmative vote 
at a Special School District Meeting in June, of a negotiated 
two year contract with the Raymond Teachers Organiza- 
tion. The improved salary and benefits provided by this con- 
tract enables the district to be in a competitive position with 
surrounding districts. It is anticipated that this improved 
salary combined with improved working conditions and the 
opening of the new high school in the fall will reduce 
teacher turnover and lead to a stablized teaching staff. 


As the year draws to a close the Raymond School Board 
and Raymond School District look to the future by adop- 
ting a strategy for Long Range Planning. This process in- 
volves a steering committee to be composed of the Board 
Chairperson, Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent and 
three community persons (one from each grade level). This 
steering committee will oversee study groups that include 
philosophy and goals; population projections; physical 
plant; personnel; curriculum programs; instructional equip- 
ment and supplies and financing education in Raymond. 
A target date of October 1, 1989, has been set for the com- 
pilation of the final reoort. 


This is an exciting time to be involved in education 
in Raymond, New Hampshire. SAU #33 under the leader- 
ship of Dr. James Carnrite, Superintendent and Mrs. Chery] 
Stratchko, Assistant Superintendent, has made enormous 
strides forward in the goal to provide quality education to 
all the students of Raymond. The delivery of excellence 
is continued in the classroom by dedicated teachers under 
the leadership and guidance of Mr. Rod Crepeau, Principal 
and Mrs. Barbara Watts, Assistant Principal Lamprey River 
Elementary School; Ms. Donna Borowick, Principal and 
Mr. James Paul, Assistant Principal, Raymond Middle 
School; and Mr. Denis Joy, Principal and Mr. Andrew 
Moore, Assistant Principal. I thank them all in the name 
of the children of Raymond for the time and energy they 


expend on their behalf. children of Raymond receive the quality of education they 
deserve. :

The 1986-87 school year was very busy for the Staff 
Development Committee. The five year master plan for 
staff development was up for renewal by the State. Al 
Blastos, State Department of EducationConsultant, met with 
the Raymond Staff Development Committee to review the 
status of the local Staff Development Program.

LAMPREY RIVER ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
Principal’s Report 


Roderick D. Crepeua, Principal 


From the classroom to the bus our community’s grow- 
ing pains are evident in all aspects of our children’s elemen- 
tary school experience. Last year I reported that as of 
September 1986, Lamprey River enrolled over 600 
students. This year, as indicated in the Table below, we 
have over 700 students enrolled at Lamprey River ELemen- 
tary School.

Even with the four portable classrooms we are using 
every available nook and cranny including our library - the 
home for two fifth grade classrooms - to educate children. 


Despite the increase in enrollment our focus on basic 
skills continues to serve your children well. Indicators in- 
clude strong reading scores on standardized tests, a con- 
siderable improvement in our math results at the fourth 
grade level, and recognition of over 90 students in grades 
2-5 who achieved at the 80th percentile rank or better on 
the California Achievement Tests administered last fall. 
This score means that these students achieved as well as 
or better than 80 percent of all students nationally at their 
respective grade levels. 


While academic achievement is an important outcome 
for students, it is not the only one. Participation in our in- 
strumental and choral programs has never been better. 
Thanks to Mike Kendrick (instruments and band), and 
Joanne Hess (chorus), over 70 4th and 5th grade students 
are learning to play instruments and approximately 130 


intermediate age students are in our chorus. The Christmas 
band and chorus concert played to a full house and was 
excellent. 


Faculty involvement and contributions at Lamprey 
River continue to be significant if not varied. At the begin- 
ning of the year teachers drove nails and hauled sand as 
we constructed an outdoor classroom area for use in con- 
junction with the Nature Trail. In more traditional pursuits, 
teachers are serving on curriculum committees in the areas 
of Readiness, Math, and Science. It is our intent through 
this work to continue developing and improving learning 
opportunities for students at Lamprey River. 


The Lamprey River Elementary School P-TO plays a 
significant role in the school. The Call-In program design- 
ed to provide an extra measure of reassurance for parents 
is very successful. The tours of the school for parents of 
readiness grade students conducted in August were helpful 
and well received. Santa’s Secret Store held December 5, 
allowed students to select gifts for moms and dads within 
a young person’s budget. Parent programs held in January 
and February helped parents better understand and cope 
with the challenges of child rearing in the 80’s. Financial 
support of our performing arts series enables students to 
enjoy storytellers, puppeteers, authors, and plays. 


Children learn best with parents and school personnel 
working together. In addition to the fine work accomplished 
by the P-TO, I’m pleased once again to recognize the ex- 
cellent support and involvement of LRES parents with their 
children’s education. Attendance at our Open House, Parent 
Conferences, and Concerts is only one measure of this care 
and concern shown by the adults who play such a signifi- 
cant role in their children’s education. Because of this part- 
nership and mutual support, students at Lamprey River have 
an excellent opportunity to continue developing their emerg- 
ing skills and abilities.

The 1987-88 school year began with a sense of an- 
ticipation with the expected move of the high school to their 
new building. Though the move did not take place, it did 
not interfere with the smooth running of the Middle School 
as staff and student body adjusted beautifully. Though con- 
ditions remain overcrowded, staff and students are learn- 
ing to cope in a manner which can only be applauded. 


The 1987-88 school year has been very busy and suc- 
cessful with the addition of new programs and activities 
for the students. The new staff members joining us have 
brought with them strong backgrounds in their subject areas 
and a knowledge of adolescent needs and behaviors which 
have enhanced our middle school atmosphere. 


One of the new programs we have added this year is 
called Quest. Quest-‘‘Skills for Adolescence’’ main focus 
is on developing skill in the areas of increasing self-esteem, 
interpersonal relationships, sharing feelings, problem solv- 
ing and group development and facilitation. Quest is a pro- 
gram that is nationally sponsored by the Lions Club and 
we are very thankful to the Raymond Lions Club for their 
financial support. We are also involved with Degrassi 
Junior High, a program sponsored by public television 
which deals with issues concerning early adolescent deci- 
sion making and peer pressure. 


This is the second year that Raymond Middle School 
has been able to offer a computer program for all its 
students. The program is taught by Bianca McRae and of- 
fers all students at least one quarter per year of computer 
classtime which is an increase in time over last year.

The middle school has added an interscholastic basket- 
ball program for its students. The boys’ and girls’ teams 
play other middle level schools in the surrounding area. 


Last year the middle school was organized into House 
Groups. We have continued this activity for the 1987-88 
school year. This activity, along with the Quest and 
DeGrassi Junior High programs, has been successful in 
causing the students to have a more cohensive spirit and 
a more positive school attitude. 


The class trips for this year will be Nature’s Classroom 
for the sixth grade and Washington, D.C. for the eighth 
grade. The students and their teachers have been fund- 
raising to offset the cost of the trips. 


The school nurse, Mrs. Catherine Elkel, has been do- 
ing height, weight, vision and hearing tests on all middle 
school students. Mrs. Elkel has also been involved in 
teaching in the Health Program for the sixth, seventh and 
eighth graders. 


The faculty and administrators of the middle school 
are looking forward to the completion of building projects 
at the middle and high schools. We are looking forward 
to the successful completion of the 1987-88 school year and 
are anxiously awaiting the 1988-89 school year where we 
will be the only occupants of our present facility.
